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New Techniques and the Operative — Where Now? 


‘IT WAS NOT THE UNIONS that created the trades but trades 
that created the unions.” This remark, of MR. GEORGE 
LOWTHIAN at the 1959 special conference on new tech- 
niques held by the building trades unions, struck deep to 
the heart of an urgent problem facing the industry. The 
conference was convened by the NFBTO for the specific 
purpose of focusing the minds of the union executive com- 
mittees on the manifest changes taking place. It must be 
assumed that the intention was to effect commensurate 
changes and adjustments in the organisation of the opera- 
tives. Certainly the conference was of first-class quality 
both in regard to the speeches and the written memoranda. 

The major issues crystallised during the three days of 
debate were clear and insistent. First was the conflict 
implicit in the existence of two labour agreements (civil 
engineering and building); second was the increased 
blurring of craft lines and the threat of demarcation dis- 
putes; and third the needs of the nineteen affiliates of the 
NFBTO to devise closer unity——if not outright amalgama- 
tion. It is not possible to accuse the operatives’ leaders of 
failure to recognise these matters; indeed, some of the 
speeches were frank to the point of brutality. It is, how- 
ever, legitimate at this stage to inquire what positive 
results have been achieved during the intervening sixteen 
months. 

Somewhat surprising and depressing is the fact that 
there is no discernible outcome. It would appear that the 
considerable effort of the more forward-thinking among 
the union leaders was in the nature of a brief convulsion 
and that the deadweight of complacency has re-asserted

AT BANGOR, in the University College of 
North Wales, chartered surveyors this 
week are taking stock of the situation 
that exists within their profession and 
discussing the important aspects of their 
present and future educational policy. 
Discussion groups have met to consider 
subjects ranging from the place of re- 
search in education for the profession, to 
the suitability of the examinations sylla- 
bus. The central theme of the conference, 
* Education for the Surveyor’s Profession,’ 
was emphasised by the two principal 
speakers, Sir John Wolfenden and Mr. 
Anthony Part, who defined the place of 
the surveyor’s education in the framework 
of professional education generally. 

On Thursday, Mr. Henry Wells intro- 
duced the Report of the Special (Review 
of Educational Policy) Committee and 
commented on some of the reasons which 
lay behind its recommendations. The 
report itself prescribed future policy and 
contained detailed recommendations for 
minimum entry standards, whole-time and 
part-time professional training, and 
examinations. 

In his excellent Monograph on the 
‘Evolution of the Chartered Surveyor in 
British Society’ Mr. Robert Steel made 
a plea for a more clearly defined descrip- 
tion of those members of the Institution 
who were not members of one of the four 
specialised branches—that ‘ amorphous 
residue,’ the precise nature of whose func- 
tion the general public did not under- 
stand, i.e., those whose work was con- 
cerned with the valuation, management 
and development of land and who might 
well be termed ‘ estate surveyors.’

Integrated Office-School Training ; Nervi and Gibberd ; 
Causes of Sub-Standard Building 


Integrated Office-School Training 
sir,—Mr. Grenfell Baines’ paper ‘Archi- 
tectural Education’ in your issue of 
August 12 restated the case for school- 
plus-office as an excellent kind of train- 
ing in the theory and practice of archi- 
tecture. Ten years ago, when I became 
a member of the Board of Architectural 
Education, there was a demand, especially 
from Scotland, that the RIBA should 
encourage training jointly in school and 
office. In due course, as Honorary Secre- 
tary to the Board, I was put in charge of 
a special committee to look into. this, 
among other matters. After studying 
evidence from many people, including Mr. 
Grenfell Baines, we recommended, in 
some detail, that ‘ sandwich,’ ‘ combined ’ 
or ‘composite’ courses should be eligible 
for RIBA recognition (i.e. for exemption 
from the RIBA examinations). The Board 
accepted this, but the RIBA Council de- 
creed that recognition should be given 
to such courses only when conducted 
by a school already holding a recognised 
fuil-time course. This effectually killed 
the scheme, for I believe only one recog- 
nised school was prepared to take advan- 
tage of it. 

Then came the Oxford Conference, of 
which Mr. Baines and I were members. 
Mr. Baines took the occasion to renew 
his plea for school-office co-operation and 
the Conference acknowledged the value 
of combined or sandwich courses for 
architects. The RIBA Council appointed 
a committee to follow up the Conference 
recommendations; but the recognition of 
such courses was not so much as men- 
tioned in their report. It is encouraging 
that in spite of these setbacks Mr. Baines 
is pressing his case, and you, Sir, are to 
be congratulated on publishing his views. 

I need not reiterate the many advan- 
tages of courses of training based on 
properly integrated periods in office and 
school. What needs to be understood is 
that such courses cannot flourish nowa- 
days without RIBA and ARCUK recog- 
nition, but that such recognition should 
not impose unreasonable conditions. The 
eight years’ duration required of existing 
courses is intolerable.

Causes of Sub-Standard Building 


sir,—There is much in your Labour 
Correspondent’s article of August 19, and 
in the remarks of Mr. Woodbine Parish, 
upon which the article is based, that 
should be shouted from the housetops. 
I found myself in full and enthusiastic 
agreement until I came to the paragraph 
headed ‘ Registration Council’s Work.’ 
This is ambiguous, particularly in their 
context the words *‘ At the moment there 
is no adequate machinery for overseeing 
the sites.’ I think what your correspon- 
dent means is that there is no statutory 
authority beyond the by-laws, but the 
words might mean that the inspection 
machinery of this Council is inadequate 
and if so the words would be libellous. 

As is known, there are no ‘ member 
firms’ of this council, therefore this ex- 
pression must refer either to a firm on 
the National Register of House-Builders 
or to a member of some trade organisa- 
tion. This point should be cleared up. 

The righteous idea and yeoman service 
which is to be commended and needs to 
be developed (your  correspondent’s 
words) would be unjustified if the council 
did not put its finger upon the bad work 
which your correspondent inspected. The 
bad organisation and malpractices, which 
are your correspondent’s main theme, en- 
courage bad work. To stop it effectively 
is difficult, but with goodwill on all sides 
it should not be impossible. This council 
has a duty in this connection and ade- 
quate machinery to perform its duty. It 
would, however, be greatly assisted if 
details of such bad work—chapter and 
verse, exact location and the name of the 
builder concerned-—were brought in con- 
fidence to our notice.

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The ‘Star’ Competition for a Piccadilly Plan 


Some Notes for the Guidance of Students 


THE ARCHITECTURAL COMPETITION for the redevelopment of Piccadilly Circus, 
open to students of architecture and planning and sponsored by the ‘ Star’ 
newspaper (‘ The Builder’ of August 19), presents manifold difficulties which 
cannot be solved without careful consideration of the problems, social, 
economic and technical, involved. On the face of it a great deal of research 
is required, especially since one of the Conditions of the competition states 
quite definitely that ‘ It is a realistic operation and competitors are therefore 


bound by existing regulations.’ 


The Conditions also stipulate that considera- 


tion must be given to traffic of all kinds originating from outside the area. 
To assist the student and to pinpoint some of the technical problems the 
following data is given together with a plan of the area showing a traffic 


solution worked out for the purposes of the recent Monico inquiry. 


These 


notes in no way form part of the published Conditions of the ‘ Star’ competi- 


tion but are merely offered as guidance. 
if competitors are to produce realistic 


COMPREHENSIVE PLANNING, particularly in 
cities and large towns, is fraught with 
the difficulties brought about by vested 
interests, economics, and the capricious 
hand of fashion. The re-development of 
Piccadilly Circus is a subject which has 
occupied the minds and activities of 
experts and laymen alike for many years. 
That the area is of national importance is 
undoubted; that it has been the centre of 
bitter controversy is shown by the recent 
Monico Inquiry, the result of which was 
the suppression of an unfortunate design 
for that site, and which has gone down 
in history as a triumph for lay opinion 
and the ‘ Anti-Uglies.’ The inquiry also 


emphasised the importance and power of 


public opinion when it is sufficiently 
aroused to take action, and showed re- 
markable inconsistencies in our some- 
what haphazard system of aesthetic con- 
trol. 

The difficulties of producing a compre- 
hensive scheme for Piccadilly Circus are 
many, and apart from the obvious tech- 
nical problems, there exist questions of 
site ownership, present and future usage, 
high traffic flow, and the presence of 
recently constructed buildings, many of 
which have no architectural merit but 
which would involve vast sums of money 
if they were to be demolished. A ‘fait 
accompli’ is therefore always presented 
to the planner who is thus unfortunately 
restricted before he begins. 


Changing Requirements 


It has been suggested that future pro- 
posals should be limited to the production 
of a basic and flexible scheme or, in the 
words of one eminent planner, a 
‘dynamic’ capable of modification to suit 
additional or changing requirements. 
Emphasis on changing requirements is im- 
portant since it is known that site owners 
are continually changing their minds 
about the shape, size and extent of future 
development. The planner should also 
have regard for the age and condition of 
buildings in and around the area and 
his scheme ought to be capable of ex- 
pansion to the decayed areas north and 
east of the Circus. In this respect par- 
ticular attention should be paid to pedes- 
trian segregation and circulation. 

Existing regulations affecting perfectly 
sound or comparatively new buildings

plans for a practical solution. 


located in the development area state that 
they must be left intact. Where, how- 
ever, one such building might stand in 
the way of the ideal solution for the 
whole area then it is highly probable that 
permission could be obtained for its re- 
moval. On the important question of 
future usage the London County Council 
are anxious to maintain emphasis on en- 
tertainment, together with shopping units, 
hotels and residential accommodation. 
The plot ratios worked out for future 
usage show that office units will be re- 
stricted. Where, for example, an exist- 
ing theatre is demolished for the purposes 
of redevelopment a replacement must be 
provided, though not necessarily on the 
same site. 


Traffic Flow and Parking 


When considering the traffic problems 
of the redevelopment area, and in par- 
ticular that which originates from sur- 
rounding neighbourhoods, it is interesting 
to study current parking and traffic flow 
Statistics. It is estimated that at present 
about 50,000 vehicles are daily parked on 
the streets of central London. Some 
30,000 of these are ‘long-term’ parkers, 
and all at one period or another occupy 
about 100 miles of kerb space. It is 
considered that the effect of clearing 
parked vehicles off the streets, except at 
parking meters, might increase traffic 
capacity by 15 to 20 per cent. Detailed 
information on this aspect is contained in 
‘Parking Survey of Inner London, 1956,’ 
published by HM Stationery Office. 

Definite figures are known of the types 
of traffic in the metropolitan police 
district. Statistics based on a census 
made in 1958 show that some 62.2 per 
cent of the total consisted of private cars, 
taxis and motor-cycles; an increase of 
13.2 per cent over the figure for 1949. 
Commercial vehicles comprised 29.6 per 
cent (a decrease of 5.4); public service 
vehicles, 8.1 (a decrease of 7.3); and pedal 
cycles; 7.9 per cent (a decrease again of 
6.1). The incidence of horse-drawn 
vehicles and barrows is negligible at 0.1 
per cent. From these figures it is obvious 
that private cars are in the ascendency 
and present the greatest problem to the 
planner. 

A Metropolitan Police census, also 
taken in 1958, shows that the volume of 


traffic from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. during a 
normal day through Piccadilly Circus was 
52,560, an increase of 12,774 over 1949. 
Important figures at road junctions in the 
near vicinity, all based on 1958 observa- 
tions, are Piccadilly/St. James’-street, 
53,280 (1949—44,323); Trafalgar-square, 
67,012 (1949—59,841); Strand/Welling- 
ton-street, 49,861 (1949 32,969); 
Oxford Circus, 42,088 (1949—31,243): 
and St. Giles’ Circus, 36,115 (1949 
27,035). 

Piccadilly/St. James’-street is the 
fourth busiest junction in London and 
Piccadilly Circus the fifth. The worst 
spot is at Hyde Park Corner where the 
traffic flow over the same period is esti- 
mated at 89,221 vehicles. Overall the 
amount of traffic in central London 
increased by 42 per cent between 1949 
to 1958. 

As a diversion it is interesting to con 
sider the time wastage which the central 
area traffic congestion causes. Approxi- 
mate figures, again based on 1958 
statistics, show that the loss of vehicle 
hours per day at some of the worst junc- 
tions near Piccadilly Circus are in the 
region of 1,350 at Hyde Park Corner, 
1,800 at Trafalgar-square, 730 at St. 
Giles’ Circus, 700 at Oxford Circus, 800 
at Cambridge Circus, and 860 at 
Piccadilly itself. 

It might be useful to study the employ- 
ment figures, especially since many of 
those who work in the central area pass 
through Piccadilly Circus and its environs 
from all directions. A 1951 survey of 
office workers shows 219,446 in the City, 
54,561 in Holborn, 221,440 in West- 
minster, and 54,888 in St. Marylebone. 
It should be noted that the amount of 
office development carried out in these 
areas since 1951 has increased these 
figures considerably. 

A survey of factory workers in 
same areas taken in 1957 showed a 
decrease from previous years. The 
figures were: 19,343 in the City, 12,061 
in Holborn, 32,122 in Westminster, and 
17,032 in St. Marylebone. 

The first review of the Administrative 
County of London Development Plan, 
1960, states that land usage in acres in 
the West-End zone is as follows: Offices 
218; industry, 59; commerce, 71; shops, 
85; residential, 130; education, 14; pub- 
lic buildings, 67; open square, 1; trans- 
port and utilities, 16; vacant/derelict, 56. 
These figures, of course, apply to the 
whole of the West-End zone of which 
Piccadilly is only a part.

The Underground Railway 


The main booking hall and public con- 
course at Piccadilly Circus Underground 
Station is 153 ft. above a datum which 
is 100 ft. below ordnance datum (i.e.

The surface of the blue clay is about 
22 ft. below the surface of the road, and 
is overlaid by a thin layer of brown clay, 
with ballast, gravel, and made ground 
above. When the station was under con- 
struction water was encountered at a 
level of 146.14 ft. 

The pipe subway carries the principal 
water mains, a hydraulic power main, 
telegraph and telephone cables, and elec- 
tric light and power cables. There exist 
other water and gas mains and electric 
cables which were not incorporated with 
a common subway at the time of building 
the new station. 


Comprehensive Development 


Mr. Colin Buchanan in his report to 
the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government on the findings of the local 
public inquiry, held at the County Hall 
in December, 1959, said that there was 
no plan or model which could be pointed 
to as representing the present stage of 
evolution of the Jondon County 
Council’s comprehensive plan. An idea, 


however, could be formed from the evi- 
dence given at the inquiry. The three- 
stage highway improvement remained the 
basis of the plan. The first stage was 
to cut off the apex of the Monico site, 
the second was to remove the London 
Pavilion and set back the frontage of 
Great Windmill-street in order to make 
an oblong traffic roundabout, and the 
third stage (more indefinite than the first 
two) was to enlarge the traffic round- 
about by making vehicles circulate east- 
wards along Jermyn-street behind the 
Criterion block. 

The idea of upper level pedestrian walk- 
ways, continued Mr. Buchanan, had been 
dropped in favour of an extension of the 
underground concourse (perhaps partly 
open to the sky) with subway connections 
to the buildings. Extensive redevelop- 
ment was foreseen in the area between 
Coventry-street and Shaftesbury-avenue, 
and there was a possibility of an upper- 
level pedestrian precinct which could be 
bridged across the central space on the 
roundabout island. 

The architectural conception seemed 
to remain roughly as in the original 
Advisory Scheme with the possibility of

Advertisements 

The principle of advertisements at 
Piccadilly Circus is accepted, but it would 
be dangerous to extend the visibility of 
signs to any great extent. Mr. Buchanan, 
in his Monico report, drew attention to 
the fact that advertisement signs on tall 
structures would be visible far and wide 
from the upper floors of buildings. People 
in flats and hotels might feel that such 
signs were intrusive and this aspect 
should be carefully considered. The 
report states that ‘ the objectors put for- 
ward a number of ideas for other forms 
of advertising including treillages and 
free-standing displays. There were also 
suggestions that advertisements might be 
kept off the buildings altogether and con- 
fined to a central piazza.’ Mr. Buchanan 
thought that the real lesson was that 
there were still other possibilities to be 
explored, possibilities that would make 
for a more subtle, intimate, and light- 

sarted result.

The Assessors’ Report 


Highly Commended Designs 

(1) No. 15 [CLIVE ENTWISTLE] is one of 
the most competent submitted in this 
competition and has structural qualities 
of great distinction. The plan is 
thoroughly worked out but the judges 
considered that maintenance would 
create a problem in Liverpool. They also 
felt that the whole conception of this 
building made it more suitable to the Far 
East than to a Northern English indus- 
trial city. 

(2) The author of No. 186 [JOHN H. 
JAKOB and A. C. ADCOCK] has achieved an 
impressive simplicity of design. His whole 
conception made a strong appeal to the 
judges but, on plan, the grouping seemed 
untidy. The concept of a single room 
flooded with golden light was appreciated 
but the divorce of the main space from 
all the chapels was thought to spoil an 
otherwise splendid plan. The design is 
sincere and suggests the influence of the 
church at Baranzate near Milan. 


(3) The author of No. 197 (MICHAEL 
JEROME] shows great sincerity and his 
details are full of charm. In character, 
however, his building suggests a parish 
church rather than a cathedral. The High 
Altar, moreover, is too remote from the 
congregation. The judges were impressed 
by the skilful detail and sensitive appre- 
ciation of scale and the use of materials. 


(4) No. 254 [NORAH GLOVER in col- 
laboration with Z. BORYS] is a compelling 
design of great strength. The judges 
found the plan deeply interesting but felt 
that the sweep of the roof destroyed the 
scale of the building. 

(5) No. 285 [RAGLAN SQUIRE and PART- 
NERS] bears some resemblance in plan to 
the winning design but, despite its many 
qualities, fails by comparison. The 
judges felt that the Blessed Sacrament 
Chapel was not given sufficient 
prominence. 

(6) No. 291 [TOM HANCOCK] is an inter- 
esting design and shows the author's 
architectural competence, but the judges 
felt that the concept lacked grandeur and 
spiritual quality. 


Commended Designs 


(1) The author of No. 34 [ANDREW JACK- 
SON] is commended for a plan which is 
simple, clear and workable. The judges 
thought, however, that as a grand design 
it fell short of cathedral stature. 

(2) Although No. 53 [PETER DICKINSON 
and ASSOCIATES] somehow managed to 
achieve only a commonplace appearance 
the judges felt that the many fundamen- 
tal qualities of the plan deserved notice. 
The author has splendid ideas and has 
succeeded in revealing them in his skil- 
ful drawings. 

(3) No. 96 [JOHN ASHWORTH] has been 
selected for special mention because of 
its practical plan. Undoubtedly, the 
author has solved the liturgical problems. 
The judges felt, nevertheless, that is was 
over-elaborate and suffered from unfortu- 
nate proportions. 

(4) No. 100 [P. J. QUINN] is a plastic con- 
ception with a clever use of intricate 
lighting but the character of this building 
was judged unsuitable for Liverpool. It 
was also felt that the High Altar is too 
far removed from the people. 

(5) No. 131 [MICHAEL N. CLINTON] is a 
design of great delicacy and charm but 
it was felt to lack strength and would not 
have produced an imposing cathedral. 

(6) No. 149 [G. P. BUZUK], one of the 
many strung roof designs, was among the 
very best. The drawings were rather too 
sketchy and this may be one of the 
reasons why the judges found the scale 
unhappy. 

(7) No. 188 [j. R. GRADIGE and PETER 
JAMESON AND ASSOCIATES] on plan pro- 
vided a unique solution to the problems 
set to competitors. While applauding 
much of the detail the judges nevertheless 
found many faults in the general concep- 
tion. 

(8) Although the judges were quite 
clear that No. 203 [G. HOWEs and P. EISE- 
MAN] failed as a cathedral building, they 
felt that the author should be commended 
for an impressive design. This design 
seemed to lack specifically religious 
quality but it would have succeeded as a 
structure for general cultural purposes. 


that the experiment had succeeded. They 
also felt that large areas of clear glass 
are unsuitable to the atmosphere of Liver- 
pool. Special credit was given for the 
landscaping which is markedly sensitive. 

(11) The structure of No. 259 [j. G. Rr. 
SHERIDAN and BRUNO FEDRIGOLLI] was 
thought to be unnecessarily complex but 
deserves mention for its undoubted 
beauty. The problem facing the author 
of this design has been solved much more 
directly and simply by the author of the 
winning design. 

(12) No. 293 [EDWARD HARTRY OF WELLS, 
HICKMAN AND PARTNERS] is a competent 
design of great interest but the total effect 
lacked grandeur. The judges felt that 
sufficient thought had not been given to 
the functional purposes of the cathedral. 
It was thought that the congregation 
would not be well served in a cathedral 
on this plan. 


Three ‘ Mentions’ 


After anxious thought the judges 
decided that two designs,. rejected 
because of their probable cost, should be 
mentioned in this report. No. 157 has 
certain unique qualities. The system of 
intricate lighting is ingenious and 
original. It is quite certain that the effect 
would be conductive to worship. The 
siting of the Blessed Sacrament Chapel 
displays great imagination and the treat- 
ment of the undercroft has great possi- 
bilities. Apart, however, from the prob- 
able cost of erecting a building of these 
proportions, the plan would have failed 
because the High Altar is too remote 
from the congregation, [Author: c. w. 
NOBLE, ARIBA]. 

The author of No. 175 has produced a 
plan of quite outstanding merit. The 
integration of the Cathedral with the 
existing Crypt is brilliant and the flow of 
space on split levels with bridges over 
the aisles is fascinating. Unfortunately, 
unlike the author of the winning design, 
he has ‘not succeeded in producing a 
majestic building within the price limit 
laid down in the conditions. [Author: 
N. HUTCHISON, ARIBA, AND ASSOCIATES.] 

Finally, the judges decided to mention 
design No. 91. Although not thought 
worthy of commendation because of 
faulty planning and lack of information, 
this design shows the imaginative quali- 
ties of the author [Authors: JAN LuBICz- 
NYCZ, ARIBA, in conjunction with MARIO J. 
CIAMPI, San Francisco, California.]

The Non-Premiated Designs Reviewed 


BY HERBERT 


Highly Commended Designs 


No. 15, CLIVE ENTWISTLE, has the most 


sumptuously presented drawings in the 


exhibition. If it could have been agreed 
that the ‘attempt made to find a new 
architectural form for large church build 
ings ’ had succeeded, then this might well 
have been the winner. The virtuosity dis- 
played is staggering and one is humbled 
before such an achievement. Daring to 
comment, the logicality of the planning is 
admirable but the sacristies are con- 
gested, and the irregularly-shaped and 
diminishingly-sized chapels seem a little 
uncomfortable on plan. The changing 
silhouette of the superstructure, too, IS 
a subtlety only for the initiated minority. 
Nevertheless it is this entry which sug- 
gests the idea of a ‘salon des refusés’ 
chapel in which a selection of designs 
could be for ever on view. In such event 
these drawings would most certainly be 
given pride of place. 

No. 291, TOM HANCOCK, is a fanciful 
conception both spatially and in plan. 
It is commendably simple almost to the 
point of severity and the broad flight of 
entrance steps—so few schemes exploit 
this—sets the pattern. It was noted that 
the sacristies are remotely placed from 
the sanctuary and that the crypt 
approach from nave, while prominent, is 
arbitrarily positioned; but this was doubt- 
less intentional. A high level baptistry in 
a low dark processional hall off which is 
sanitary accommodation seems not alto- 
gether happy. The silhouette recalls the 
circus tent 

No. 285, RAGLAN SQUIRE AND PTNRS., 
has been presumably chosen for its basic 
correctness and the jewel-like qualities it 
possesses. It is one of the most dis- 
tinguished all-round exhibits to be seen,

with a beautifully detailed altar with sus- 
pended canopy over. There is no hesi- 
tancy here in conception, both the 
Blessed Sacrament and Lady Chapels 
being incorporated within the circular 
shape along with almost all else. 

No. 254, NORAH GLOVER in collaboration 
with Z. BORYS, is, as to impact, possibly 
the most impressive of all. This results 
not from inherent basic qualities but 
from the direct boldness of the detailing. 
It has a rather untidy seating plan and the 
‘poached egg chapels ’—three in one pan 
jostling each other—are worrying. The 
major chapels, too, have got out of hand. 
The treatment above the crypt is, unlike 
the rest, incongruously classical. In this 
scheme, which deserves its high ranking, 
acceptance of the roof shape—as with so 
many otherwise incontestably good 
schemes—is difficult and this seems to be 
underlined by the assessors in their 
supreme awards. 

No. 186, JAKOB AND ADCOCK, scores 
seemingly by a straightforwardness of 
design. The elements, however, are 
neither architecturally nor liturgically 
co-ordinated. Nevertheless, by and large, 
excepting that the more mundane parts of 
accommodation have not been so well 
considered, the scheme is appropriately 
commended 

No. 197, MICHAEL JEROME, is lucky to 
be highly commended, the furthermost 
seats being 256 ft. distance from the High 
Altar. As the desire was to emphasise 
the fact that those present at Mass should 
be participants and not spectators, an 
‘hors concours’ might have been 
expected. The conception is medieval 
and unhappily related to the Lutyens 
crypt on plan and in section by the twist- 
ing staircases. A 100 ft. high nave would 
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engender discomfort and would pose real 
heating and lighting problems. But the 
elevated ambulatories are exciting 
though the delightfully patterned brick. 
work, effective on the drawings, would be 
less so in reality. 

Like the premiated designs the highly 
commended schemes are representative 
of the widely diverse solutions submitted. 
Preference seems to have been accorded 
to no particular approach, the yardstick 
being more the manner in which develop 
ment has been undertaken, the degree of 
imagination displayed and the quality of 
draughtsmanship evidenced in execution, 
and of course—and apt to be overlooked 

the limiting cost factor. It is likely 
that another jury would—excepting the 
winner which almost alone looks realis 
able for a million pounds—-have 
quite differently.

Commended Designs 


No. 230, GUY MORGAN & 
competent scheme chiefly interesting as 
being the only design which has 
suppressed the Lutyens crypt by screen 
ing. Thus unity between old and new is 
made easier and the resulting compre 
hensive elevational treatment more tell- 
ing. This is reinforced by the ‘S-E-S’ 
duplicated elevation making the most of 
a hooded entrance. But for the theatre 
looking nave and repetitive chapel form 
this scheme might have fared better. The 
fléche-like free-standing campanile, with 
low level bells—a sensible provision 
lingers in the mind. On the other hand 
the now ‘ gimmicky * exposed beams from 
which is suspended the roof give pause. 

No. 149, GEORGE BUZUK, has an interest 
ing roof shape but the impinging tower 
cum-baldacchino would appear uneasy in 
perspective. The dramatic 
this scheme are insufficient 
the poorly planned incidental accom 
modation. The sunk garden and 
(adjoining crypt) seem wilfully trite. On 
the other hand the observe

No. 96, JOHN ASHWORTH, IS a 
thoroughly well-worked out and 
presented scheme whose mention 
some others-—is understandable. Eleva- 
tionally there is much going on, 
and in section the overhead emphasis of 
sanctuary with juxtaposed not 
entirely successful. It lacks the distinc 
tion of proportioning and consistency of 
detailing necessary to put it in the first 
flight. 

No. 131, MICHAEL CLINTON, has a 
basilica-like plan of dignity in which the 
elements are well 
ceived in a symmetrical yet 
manner, but thin presentation and over 
detailing have prevented full 
cathedral stature being achieved. It offers 
probably—despite the rather conventional 
nature of the planning—the best solution 
to the sacristies and ancillary elements of 
the problem. Examination reveals it to 
be a better scheme than the drawings at 
first glance indicate. 

No. 100, PATRICK QUINN, is a Gaudi-like 
but discliplined envelope unrepentantly 
axial on the crypt. It has found favour 
perhaps because of its basically academic 
‘parti’ allied to the contemporary spatial 
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realisation. It suffers, as the jury in this 
case spotted, from a remotely placed 
altar. 

No. 259, SHERIDAN & FEDRIGOLLI, have 
submitted a sophisticated yet practically 
competent study which would have been 
even better had the sanctuary been less 
arbitrarily positioned. In this design pro- 
vision for sacristy assembly is outstand- 
ing and the block plan's great distinction 
is conveyed in a beautiful drawing. The 
mystical nature of the requirements are 
appreciated here, and more fully realised 
than in the winner’s scheme to which it 
is compared by the jury. 

Nos. 34 and 293, ANDREW JACKSON and 
EDWARD HARTRY (of Wells, Hickman & 
Ptnrs.) respectively, are commended by 
the assessors. The latter scheme is elip- 
tical in plan form with a low roof carried 
on a decorative space frame. A lofty 
lantern soars through this over the sanc- 
tuary; a well-presented scheme with a 
humanised Ronchamp belfry. Both 
designs are competently clear with ideas 
well depicted but in view of the equally 
talented and well executed work amongst 
the rans’ it is ill luck that such 
could not have been singled out also for 
commendation. 

No. 236, LEWIS ASH, at first glance 
seems disappointing but examination 
reveals it to have many qualities. Build- 
ing over the crypt has made possible a 
fine the south and it is from 
this lack that so many designs suffer. The 
section reveals excellent kinship between 
crypt and has excitement and 
that extra indefinable something which 
so few can impart. It is a great pity here, 
as indeed with others, that the circular 
idea was not exploited to focus the altar 
at the hub; here has been the 
Blessed Sacrament Chapel bisecting the 
seating rather unfortunately. The pres- 
byteries too are uneasily attached. 

No. 203, HOWES & EISEMAN, must have 
been picked for commendation because 
of its solitariness. There is no other 
heme at all akin to it, and one wonders 
that a 200 ft. high tower can have been 

to the authors, and for that matter to 
the acceptable over the crypt 
extremity to Brownlow Hill. Further re- 
flection prompts the thought that in 
choosing this scheme involuntary homage 
the assessors to the 
then significant Moser concrete proto- 
type in Basle which when first erected 
there over thirty years used to be 
known affectionately as the ‘ seelen silo’ 
(souls’ bunker). 

No. 188. GRADIGE AND PETER JAMESON 
& ASSOCIATES, is similarly perhaps a trifle 
lucky to be commended. Its stalactite 
roof treatment is bleakly remindful of the 
cold provincial north and recalls too the 
Hans Poelzig architecture of the Berlin 
’20s. Again a piazza—contemporary ver- 
sion—has been made possible by north 
end concentration of building. The 
drawings generally are hard to interpret 
but show all too clearly that the seating 

although the high altar is commendably 
central—is divided into two halves. 

No. 53, PETER DICKINSON & ASSOCIATES, 
is illustrated by ten superbly rendered 
drawings. This presentation in ink wash 
is now, one imagined, obsolete and to 
see it servicing such contemporary design 
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is intriguing. The scheme is burgeoning 
with interesting features and there is 
enough here for two cathedrals. The 
elaborately hung canopy with related 
dome light over is notable. Its basic 
conception is similar to the winner with 
aH the elements apparently correctly 
sited. This would be a scheme for the 
‘chapel des refusés.’ 

Having completed this part of the 
review, it is refreshing to pause for a 
moment and gaze out of my Liverpool 
window. About 200 yards distant rises 
the great mass of Scott’s Anglican 
Cathedral, its tower shrouded in mist on 
this Sunday afternoon. Recalling the 
Press gathering at the Wimbledon Con- 
vent on August 18 there remains the re- 
collection of the evident satisfaction of 
DR. HEENAN with the splendid result of 
his competition, the convincing analysis 
of his winning scheme by FREDERICK 
GIBBERD, and the apparent wistfulness of 
SIR BASIL SPEN“E while listening. If then 
he was envying the less earthbound Liver- 
pool project, he should be solaced by the 
fact that Coventry, probably, has made 
all this possible. Now one inevitably 
wonders, maybe, whether the uncom- 
menced part of Scott’s great work could 
not be similarly and effectively com- 
pleted in a fitting and more quickly 
economical manner in keeping with our 
times. In this way and when the Metro 
politan Cathedral of Christ the King is 
soon completed we may come to learn 
that, along with all else, religion can also 
be fun. 


Uncommended Schemes 


Insofar as a hazarded overall appraisal 
is possible of such an extensive architec- 
tural pageant—between 2,000 and 3,000 
drawings—the difference between those 
commended and those not would seem to 
be that the former are consistently good in 
plan, elevation and presentation and the 
latter only variably so. The following 
observations, necessarily personal, were 
prompted by several circuits of this far 
flung exhibition which nevertheless was 
almost too compactly displayed for 
leisured appreciation in the several halls 
and rooms required. These comments 
are not in order of preference. 

No. 276, B. BAGOT & ASSOCIATES, is a 
sculptural conception skilfully executed 
but seemingly lacking variety in chapel 
planning and showing weakness in 
sacristy arrangements and, elevationally, 
in the saucer dome silhouette. 

No. 52, P. S. STAUGHTON (Victoria, 
Australia), a geometrically clear cut and 
exciting design fails perhaps because of 
its six internal supports and lengthy 
although impressive—crypt approaches. 
The cars are well tucked away. It is 
basically hexagonal and but for the 
internal columns could well have been 
placed. 

No. 46, G. ROBERTS, catches the eye and 
stands up to scrutiny but again suffers 
from the internal column. There is com- 
petently clear cut separation of oid and 
new. 

No. 50, c. G. R. BROWN, is interesting 
mainly in being perhaps the only scheme 
reminiscent of Coventry. 

No. 229, MINOPRIO, T. SPENCELY & 
P. W. MACFARLANE, has a monumentally 


circular plan divorced from the crypt 
with sacristies as the link; to these, on 
such a site, light wells should have been 
avoided but the off-centre sanctuary was 
probably a more serious handicap. 

No. 45, T. P. LE BRIERO (Nairobi, Kenya), 
is an accomplished well presented design 
in the traditional manner with a really 
beautiful 4-in. detail. 

No. 185, D. R. sURTI, in form is an 
inclined egg and although tentatively pre- 
sented, telling quality emerging in the 
detailing is insufficient to allay the Buck 
minster Fuller affinity of form. 

No. 178, DENYS LASDUN & PTNRS., is a 
most impressive scheme in the contem 
porary manner at its intellectual best; 
whether it is at all possible to combine 
in such a scheme a spiritual quality too 
is interesting to speculate. A weakness 
seems to be the sacristy link between the 
Lutyens and Lasdun parts. Although 
reminiscent of the winner, the fusion of 
congregation and altar is less satisfactory. 
The squatness of structure was perhaps 
unacceptable to the jury but on the other 
hand it could be urged that there would 
be more comfort felt under this shapely 
umbrella than under other roofs more 
lofty. An aseptic but, in every respect, 
essentially elegant design. 

No. 215, R. S. NICKSON & ASSOCIATES, 
is a powerful architectural and thoroughly 
realised scheme albeit possibly a little 
brutal. The grille silhouette at the apex 
is not helped by the sculptured figure 
lurking behind the ribs. Two diminutive 
cloister courts perhaps precluded it being 
amongst the chosen. Note should be 
taken of its high altar and baldacchino 
detail. 

No. 232, G. COALEN, is illustrated by a 
fine set of drawings. The crypt roof is 
cloistered in a delicate manner rather 
belied by the design’s too ponderous 
tower. 

No. 89, S. ROWLAND PIERCE, has an 
interesting rococo plan. In _ proposals 
which show the crypt partly built over 
the elevations are too eclectic to afford 
the fullest satisfaction. 

No. 155, F. J. RIDLEY SMITH, is a scheme 
in which the diminutive bell tower seems 
out of scale and one where the elevations 
provide more of interest than the plan. 

No. 58, A. D. CONNELL (Nairobi, Kenya), 
shows in the block plan how by building 
over the crypt a really impressive fore- 
court can be achieved. Here is the best 
cloistered convent garden. Elevationally 
there is a mixture of styles; this is strange 
from one who, in the first fine domestic 
rapture of ‘ High and Over’ at Amersham 
pioneered contemporary architecture in 
this country. 

No. 199, G. C. GARDINER & ASSOCIATES, 
is one of the few cruciform plans in which 
the tripartite seating layout seems a 
weakness. The modelling, both internal 
and external, is well handled and is of 
the few, so quickly must fashion change, 
that derive from the pre-war Perret and 
Bohn concrete experiments. A well 
placed soaring campanile sets off a fine 
piazza. 

No. 243, HALL, O’DONAHUE & WILSON, 
with its basically square plan is thus fused 
satisfactorily with the crypt. The piers 
carry cantileveral perimeter roofing slabs

THE NEW CITY LIVERY HALL for the Worshipful Company of Butchers, 
replaces their previous premises destroyed by enemy action during the 
last war. Accommodation at ground floor consists of an entrance hall 
and reception room. A ceremonial staircase faced in Portland stone 
leads to the Court Luncheon Room and Court Room on the first floor 
On the second floor is the banqueting hall, which is the main feature of 
the building and will accommodate about 150 diners, and at third floor 
are the kitchen and Beadle’s living quarters. The basement includes a 
Masonic Temple, the oil fired heating installation, strong room, waiters’ 
changing room, etc. There are also offices for the Master, and the Clerk, 
together with additional lavatories and storage, on the mezzanine floors 

The interior, traditional in character, is designed to house the Regency 
crystal chandeliers and furniture removed from the old Hall. The build- 
ing was started in July, 1958, and was completed in May, 1960, at a cost 
of approximately £97,000.

and a freer ‘3-pin’ supported central 
canopy imparts an ethereal quality. Un- 
tidy seating and perhaps not sufficiently 
clear circulation have been critical. The 
spatial modelling is full of interest. 

No. 257, A. G. BULLEN & ASSOCIATES, 
embryonically is an excellent solution but 
unfortunately it has not been developed 
* sufficiently nor drawn boldly enough to 
attract attention. 

No. 292, F. F. CURTIS, is of the monu- 
mentally simple—how difficult to settle 
for always—type with excellent crypt 
relationship. Its serene rhythm is well ex- 
pressed inside and out. Possibly the sub- 
dued roof shape—although interestingly 
serrated at the eaves—was a disadvan- 
tage amongst the many ‘bomb burst’ 
silhouettes. Outrigger chapels and the 
longitudinal! section particularly will give 
pleasure and the scheme as a whole find 
favour with the professional purist. 

No. 187, R. POTTER & ASSOCIATES, has 
a powerfully clear cut plan which is simi- 
lar to the winner’s but without the uni- 
fying podium. There is structural simi- 
larity too but it fails because of the 
relatively poor crypt connection. These 
drawings scintillate without the help of 
the cellophane cocoon which has been 
effectively resorted to by some competi- 
tors. 

No. 112, R. VALLIS & ASSOCIATES, 
shows a sound circular plan but, despite 
an exciting 4 in. detail, is insufficiently 
interesting internally. 

No. 242, LATHOM & BUTLER, is majestic 
in conception having architectural, sculp- 
tural and dramatic qualities. Its long 
section shows space planning at its best 
and this is emphasised by the dignified 
crypt approach. But for the altar and 
sanctuary being remote it had surely not 
been overlooked. How much better 
handled here, than in the winners’, are 
the ‘ extremities.’ The report does not 
match the brilliance of the design—the 
text is dull—and the cost £7,000 in excess 
of the amount permissible. If not at full 
stretch already opportunities should be 
made for the gifted authors of this design. 

No. 282, SAUNDERS & SON, has a 
disciplined and competently controlled 
plan. The relationship of new to old is 
good but an over long nave detracts from 
the scheme’s merit. A side stepped cam- 
panile over the crypt is a refreshing 
variant to encounter, but the cranked 
pool shapes here are unfortunate. The 
undercroft and staircase climb at the 
main south end entrance engenders 
wonder, and surely the baptistry should 
be here and not alongside the sanctuary. 

No. 167, K. MURTA & ASSOCIATES, with a 
plastic shell favours the elliptical plan 
and this being transverse to the long axis 
has made possible not only complete and 
logical separation from the crypt but also 
a fine forecourt. It is perhaps the only 
scheme at which nave level has been 
established at the crypt floor level. It is 
thus a most individual solution. 

No. 51, B. HAWARD, is ‘in parti’ like 
the winner’s. Although here the podium 


is extended too it is not as emphatically 
so as in the winning scheme. Perhaps it 
was too Candela-like in silhouette for the 
taste of the English jury. Otherwise this 
design is extremely well contrived. 

No. 262, F. X. VELARDE, looks 
apparently one of the most efficiently 
resolved as regards the link between old 
and new, although lateral crypt access 
from the cathedral proper offers greater 
scope processionally than other schemes. 
Sensibly and imaginatively conceived it 
is handicapped by varied presentation and 
the apparent lack of 4-in. detail went 


against it. Liturgically there can be few 
to match it. 

In conclusion, it should be reaffirmed 
that the assessors intended to ‘ look first 
for a splendid conception.’ Their hopes 
were not in vain, and the response must 
have exceeded expectations. Now the 
good wishes of all must be for the 
promoters and the architect who is to 
undertake the exacting assignment. The 
present reviewer feels that one further 
comment might usefully be made. This 
is that much will depend on those chosen 
for the decorations and furnishings and 
that the greatly gifted in this respect are 
not only to be found in London. When 
the time comes the artists employed 
should be stimulated to match the excel- 
lence of the architectural conception.

WE HAVE TALKED a lot about building for 
the Old Folk, and Government pamph- 
lets have been issued to show us how to 
do it. Those easily worked little flats 
with fittings specially designed to suit the 
elderly; the common sitting room for 
companionship; and the pleasure of a gar- 
den which is tended by others. All ex- 
cellent, and for many deserving old folks 
one likes to think we have made all, or 
most of their dreams come true. 

But what about the young folks? What 
are we thinking up for them? Our new 
schools show that they are not forgotten, 
and the drabness which used to be the 
background to their working hours has 
given place to sunlight and colour. What 
about their homes? Perhaps in the larger 
individually designed houses where play- 
rooms are provided they are well looked 
after, but I am not sure we have yet done 
enough for them in our housing schemes. 
We have designed all-purpose houses 
intended to suit a variety of types of 
household, but there is no doubt that in 
most of these houses the young folk have 


to take their chance in a free-for-all with 
their elders. 

Unti! now reasons of economy have 
obliged us to plan down to a minimum, 
but perhaps the time has come when we 
can think afresh. I believe we are build

Modular Co-ordination 
BSI Urged to Adopt 4 in. Module 


Modular Society formally 
the 4-in. 


IN 1954 the 
advocated the adoption of 
module for use in this country. Since 
then, says a statement issued by the 
Society’s Council, a considerable number 
of studies have been undertaken by 
several organisations including the Modu- 
lar Society. The conclusions of these 
studies vary, but one factor remains con- 
stant: the urgent necessity to co-ordinate 
the dimensions of building products. 

Over the last several years, the Society 
has attempted to find a solution which 
would be readily acceptable to the 
various parts of the industry. They con- 
sider that the case for 4-in. modular 
co-ordination has been proved. But they 
have discussed various compromises with 
other organisations including the Building 
Research Station, the British Standards 
Institution and the Brick Development 
Association. 

The Society considers that the basic 
British Standard should be published 
without further delay, and it would 
appear that there are in principle three 
ways in which this might be achieved: as 
a standard in which the alternative 
methods are fully described (and the 
choice left to the designer or manufac- 
turer); as a standard in which the alterna- 
tive methods are combined into one 
system; or as a standard in which one 
method is described for national adop- 
tion. 

The Council feels bound to reject the 
first since it would leave industry in 
doubt as to which method to adopt, and 
would, therefore, spread confusion. It 
also rejects the second, since many of the 
objectives of co-ordination would be lost 


in a combined system. 

The Council therefore continues to 
recommend the publication of a British 
Standard in which the adoption of 4-in. 
modular co-ordination for the British 
building industry is proposed. This is 
recognised as the long-term objective. 
The Council emphasises that the existing 
sizes of components would remain in 
British Standards for so long as the tech- 
nical committes of BSI consider that 
there is a demand for them. In the mean- 
time modular sizes for components 
should be listed additionally to the exist- 
ing sizes in all standards. 

The Council recognises that a change 
of size is in many cases very costly; 
similarly that the absence of co-ordina- 
tion is also very costly. Their proposal is 
intended to allow for the continued pro- 
duction of components to BS sizes, while 
setting an ultimate objective for new pro- 
ducts and for changes of size as and when 
they are required.

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extra scope. We must start to think more 
about the children in our planning and 
we must give them individual rooms, even 
if it means the parents’ room has to be 
cut down to get in an extra one. Chil- 
dren want floor space and table space 
for their toys and occupations, and above 
all they need a sink or a lavatory basin in 
their rooms. They are always wanting 
to dabble in water for their multifarious 
purposes, and how much better they 
should do it in their own rooms rather 
than make nuisances of themselves in 
the bathroom or the kitchen. They do 
not want to be waited on all the time 
by their elders, nor do they want to pur- 
sue their hobbies in the midst of the 
family. 

A room for the children, be it bedroom 
or playroom, is as essential to family life 
as the television set or the motor car, 
and I believe we ought now to turn our 
thoughts to providing them with rooms 
fit to come home to from their new finely 
planned schools. We must think again 
about the sub-standard houses we are 
building and the hide-bound Ministerial 
restrictions on sizes which inhibit imagi- 
native planning.

4 COURSE OF REINFORCED CONCRETE 
DESIGN. By Thomas J. Bray. Third 
and revised edition. (London: Chap- 
man & Hall.) Price 63s. net. 

A COURSE OF LECTURES forms the basis of 

this volume which has undoubted value 

both for the student of reinforced con- 
crete and for the practising engineer. It 
is not a textbook of advanced techno- 
logy; its author does not claim it to be so. 
It does, however, assume elementary 
knowledge of mathematics, theory of 
structures, and the strength of materials, 
and to avoid advanced usage Mr. Bray 
employs simplified methods of calculation 
which are considered sufficiently accurate 
for most purposes. It is this aspect, 
together with succinctly devised and 
worded sections which, while providing 
the student with a good foundation on 
which to base more advanced theories, 
gives the engineer useful, easy-to-get-at, 
data for most of the more routine jobs. 
The present edition has been revised to 
conform with the Britsh Standard Code 
of Practice, 114, whose universal accep- 
tance has become apparent since the pub- 
lication of the second edition. Each 
chapter deals separately with a distinct 
structural element and is adequately 
illustrated with graphs, charts and dia- 
grams. The volume includes such uni- 
versally important information as the 
design of slabs, beam design, continuous 
slabs and beams, floors, foundations, 
theory of earth pressures, and staircases. 
Useful appendices, though not strictly 
appertaining to reinforced concrete data, 
but certainly relevant to it, include in- 
formation on concrete aggregates, mixes, 

treatment of surfaces, and shuttering. A 

comprehensive index is also provided. 
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Chartered Surveyors’ Annual Conference 


Education and Professional Training Discussed at Bangor 


The Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors are holding their annual con- 


ference at the University College of North Wales, Bangor. 


The theme of this 


year’s conference is ‘ Education for the Surveyor’s Profession’ and the prin- 
cipal addresses, given on Wednesday, together with the Report of the Special 
(Review of Educational Policy) Committee of the Institution, formed the 


subject-matter for the discussions. 


The two principal addresses, by Sir John 


Wolfenden and Mr. A. A. Part, dealt with basic education and professional 
education and training. Mr. H. W. Wells spoke on Thursday about the edu- 
cational policy of the Institution and its future implications, and Mr. Robert 
Steel discussed the evolution of the chartered surveyor, especially where it 
affected the specialised branches and the general practitioner. The conference 


ends tomorrow. 


THE HARD FACTS of a hard cold world, 
said SIR JOHN WOLFENDEN, CBE, demanded 
that our engineers and _ technologists 
should ‘know their stuff.’ They should 
natu: illy, be able to express themselves; 
they should be able to convince; and they 
should be persons of mature judgment. 
Sir John was speaking at the opening 
session of the chartered surveyors annual 
conference now being held at _ the 
University College of North Wales, 
Bangor. The conference closes on Sep- 
tember 3. 

Following the official opening in the 
Prichard-Jones Hall by Professor Glyn 
Roberts, MA, and Mr. N. H. Parfitt, OBE, 
MC, FRICS, Sir John Wolfenden 
addressed the conference on ‘ Educating 
the Future Citizen.’ The object of his 
paper was to direct the attention of his 
audience to some of the fundamental 
questions of education and its applica- 
tion to the professions. . He pointed out 
some of the complications which came 
into the whole field including the dis- 
junctions between vocational, cultural and 
general education. His leading question 
was how far the profession wanted to 
separate the education of a surveyor from 
the education of a citizen. He continued: 


Important Considerations 


We are not called upon here to take 
any side in the splendid controversy 
about priorities between, on the one 
hand, raising the school-leaving age to 
16 and, on the other, providing universal 
part-time post-school-leaving education 
compendiously designated ‘County Col- 
leges.” It is a commonplace that after any 
major war there is a sharp rise in the 
birth-rate; and this phenomenon is 
present with us today, under its un- 
euphonious nickname of ‘The Bulge.’ 
But not only does Brother Bulge provide 
us with more children. His younger 
brother, Brother Trend, brings it about 
that inside this quantitatively bigger age- 
group a higher proportion than hitherto 
stays at school long enough to qualify 
for sixth-form studies and, ultimately, for 
places in universities with impending con- 
sequencies for all the professions, and, if 
they matter, for the universities. 

The consequences of Bulge and Trend 
for the professions, including your own, 
are not easy to foretell. Clearly it is a 
desirable thing, as your committee’s 
Review of Educational Policy emphasises, 
that the standard of entrants to the pro- 
fession should be progressively raised. 
But are we absolutely clear what raising 


the standard really means? Of course, we 
all want as many young men and women 
to be as ‘educated’ as possible before 
they devote themselves to the necessary 
specialisation of a profession. But I 
wonder if we really know what we mean 
by the word ‘ educated ’? 

Does it really help a surveyor if he has 
a nodding acquaintance with the French 
Impressionists but cannot manage 
logarithms? Is he a better surveyor for 
knowing some Latin, or even some Greek, 
if he cannot cope with the calculus? I 
do not know what the answers are to 
these questions, but I am afraid I have a 
considerable uneasiness about an assump- 
tion, which I sometimes find dangerously 
glib, that it is better to know rather 
vaguely, something irrelevant than some- 
thing relevant. 


Highest Possible Standards 

Of course, I know that in your profes- 
sion you want young men coming forward 
who are both culturally and vocationally 
of the highest possible educational stan- 
dard. So does everybody else. But in 
this imperfect world you can’t have 
everything, and at some point or other it 
is necessary that we should make up our 
minds which, of several things we should 
ideally like, we may have to go without. 

In my little university we refuse to 
accept anybody for admission to the 
Faculty of Agriculture unless he has had 
one year’s practical experience on a farm 
before he joins us. We should like him 
to know about Italian painting and 
French literature; we should like him to 
be able to write English; there are all 
sorts of things we should like him to be 
and do. But the essence of the job is that 
he should know what it is to have mud 
on his boots. And I suggest that, ‘ mutatis 
mutandis,” the same is true for your 
recruits. 

There is one other aspect of this longer 
school life which cannot be ignored. This 
is the effect on the young people them- 
selves, and this especially from the point 
of view of job selection. We are all 
familiar with the fears that as education, 
in the full-time sense, is more widely 
spread, so inevitably there will be fewer 
and fewer people available to do the 
unexciting and even distasteful jobs. I 
do not, of course include yours among 
these. But I do see a danger that a new 
sort of snobbery may begin to show itself. 

I suspect that the objective nowadays is 
not so much a white-collar job in an 


office as a white-coat job in a laboratory. 
All that is involved in notions like tech- 
nocracy, the superiority of the technolo- 
gist, our new masters, and so on—all this 
leads away from mud, away from books 
even, certainly away from ‘chalk and 
talk ’ towards test-tubes, graphs, formulae 
and statistics. Whether this is a good 
thing or a bad thing is not the immediate 
point. The point is that the greater the 
appeal, social, economic and in prestige, 
of the technologist’s laboratory, to that 
extent the appeal of the professions, 
newer and older, will be less attractive. 
And that means that you will have to 
fight, in an increasingly competitive 
school environment, not just for a greater 
percentage of the abler young people 
whom Bulge and Trend bring into the 
sixth forms, but for any of them at all. 


The encouraging fact, and we are 
entitled to be made optimistic by it, is 
that Bulge and Trend between them will 
provide more young people who are cap- 
able of a professional career. 

There will undoubtedly be more and 
more boys and girls in the future than 
there have been in the past who will 
reach the proper standard of qualification 
for those callings which demand both a 
reasonable scholastic standard and a 
reasonable standard of practical ability. 
To put it plainly, you must have lost, in 
the past, a great many young people who 
would have made admirable surveyors 
if they could have stayed at school long 
enough to reach what I have just called 
*a reasonable scholastic standard.’ There 
will in future be more of them, simply 
because there will be more boys and girls. 
And of these more will stay at school 
long enough to satisfy the very proper 
scholastic demands which your profes- 
sion makes of them. It is your business, 
as a professional body, to make sure that, 
in the competition there will inevitably 
be for these young men and women, you 
your full share.

The Final Assessment 


Precisely how you are to assess this 
“reasonable scholastic standard’ is a 
quesiion to which your committee has 
obviously given a great deal of serious 
thought. The General Certificate of 
Education examination is as good a yard- 
stick as any other, and it is for you to 
measure by reference to it what you 
regard as desirable or as necessary. All 
I would suggest, with genuine diffidence, 
is that the GCE is a splendid servant 
but a dangerous master. 

I do believe that we now have a public 
examination which can be adapted to 
practically every function that one can 
expect a public examination to perform. 
therefore all the more important 
that each profession should deliberately 
decide what, in its own domestic terms, 
the GCE should be required to demon- 
Strate or to guarantee about each pros- 
pective entrant to that particular 
profession. Decide what you want of a 
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surveyor, without bothering what others 
might think appropriate for a university 
student or a lawyer or an accountant; 
and define your requirements accordingly, 
so that you get what you want, which 
may very well be something quite dif- 
ferent from what they want.

Responsibility and Initiative 

In engineering circles a_ professional 
man is thought of as one who is capable 
of assuming personal responsibility for 
developments in engineering, of initiating 
new ideas and of furthering science and 
its application. Although these phrases 
may not be applicable in detail to sur- 
veying, they do indicate the kind of 
approach that one expects of a profes- 
man. All this, as you will readily 
see, has certain implications for the kind 
of education that a candidate for profes- 
sional should receive. 

If education is important, so is training. 
By ‘training’ I mean teaching students 
the practical application of the art 
or science with which the profession is 
concerned 

My third main point is about ethical 
standards. It seems to me that in most 
people’s minds membership of a profes- 
involves a certain objectivity and 
integrity, if you like, a certain sense of 
service to the community. This applies 
whether the professional man is in private 
practice or not. Some people would say 
that there must be a professional body 
which adheres to a self-imposed code of 
ethical conduct. To say this would dis- 
qualify a good number of occupations 
which are widely referred to as profes- 


sional

sions. But, without going so far as that, 
it does seem possible to say that ethical 
conduct (at least in professional matters! ) 
is essential if the title of ‘ profession’ is 
to be deserved. 

Nowadays, young people are becoming 
increasingly aware of the opportunities 
for choosing between various professions. 
They study carefully the programmes of 
education and training and the chance of 
advancement that these programmes offer. 
Professions in their turn vie with each 
other in improving their education and 
training arrangements. 

It is for each profession to decide what 
it means by a good general education. In 
doing so they would do well to béar in 
mind, as your special committee has 
done, the strong trend towards staying 
longer at school. Between 1951 and 1958 
the passes in most subjects at Advanced 
level in the General Certificate of Educa- 
tion increased by anything from 50 per 
cent to 100 per cent, and between 1958 
and the middle 1960s the number in the 
sixth forms in England and Wales is 
expected to double. 

But whatever plans are made to take 
advantage of the rapidly growing 
number of sixth formers——and university 
graduates— it is important, I suggest, not 
to close the door to students who have 
left school earlier. Many of them acquire 
a fresh educational impetus under the 
stimulus of their jobs. I do not think, 
however, that any profession can be satis- 
fied for much longer with recruiting, as 
the Institution does at present, 90 per 
cent of its intake from boys whose general 
education has not beyond GCE 
Ordinary level. 

As for the professional stage of educa- 
tion, the increasing complexity of techni- 
cal knowledge has led to a growing 
appreciation that more time is needed for 
academic study if a candidate for profes- 
sional status is to do more than cram 
himself with a lot of technical know- 
ledge. The successive stages of evolution 
have been, on the educational side, cor- 
respondence courses, evening classes, 
part-time day courses on one day a week 
and sandwich courses in which about half 
time is spent in academic 


gone 


a student’s 
study. 
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Il cannot believe that correspondence 
courses are any longer a satisfactory 
method for a candidate for professional 
status, and, though I see that your 
special committee still proposes to retain 
them, I venture to hope that the Institu- 
tion will move as soon as possible towards 
a situation in which they can be abolished. 

Sandwich courses have become increas- 
ingly popular. When the White Paper on 
Technical Education was published in 
1956, there were only 1,400 sandwich 
course students in England and Wales. 
The total has now risen to over 9,000. At 
first these courses were largely restricted 
to engineering. But in the last five years 
they have been developing and one would 
have thought that sandwich courses might 
well suit surveying. 


New Combined College 


As part of a major reorganisation of the 
Polytechnic, Regent-street, the London 
County Council propose to establish a 
College of Architecture and Advanced 
Building Technologies. This, as it name 
implies, will be entirely at university level 
and is intended to run courses in archi- 
tecture, building, building engineering 
services, structural engineering, surveying 
and town planning. All these courses 
will be on a full-time or sandwich basis. 
The plan is that the college should also 
develop postgraduate and research work. 

Thus, for the first time in this country, 
all the partners in building will be 
brought together during their education. 
This we believe could in the long term 
be of incalculable benefit. Among other 
things the college will be able to explore 
the possibility of some _ integration 
between the various courses. 

Most of the courses at this college will 
be designed to be at diploma in tech- 
nology, i.e., honours degree, level. It 
will be for the Institution and the 
National Council for Technological 
Awards to consider whether it is prac- 
ticable to devise a course at this level in 
surveying, and I believe that the Institu- 
tion is already giving some thought to 
the matter. 

You will not, I think, be surprised to

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British context. For example, I have 
heard some distinguished architects say 
that quantity surveying does not require 
the kind of intellectual discipline that is 
associated with a course at university 
level. You may remark that what archi- 
tects say about quantity surveyors is not 
evidence! But this is a point of view that 
you will have to contend with. It would 
be premature for me to express a con- 
sidered opinion but I will just say this. 
I remember from my days as joint head 
of the Architects and Building Branch at 
the Ministry that our quantity surveyors 
devised a system of cost planning and 
cost control which certainly seemed to 
me a major contribution to thought on 
the subject of quantity surveying. Can 
intellectual effort of this order reasonably 
be demanded as part of the education of 
at least some aspiring quantity sur- 
veyors? 

On the question of the relationship 
between academic studies and practical 


training the balance needs to be thought 
out carefully by each profession. The 
current trend generally is towards laying 
an increasing emphasis on academic 
study. As for the timing, at the risk of 
over-simplification, I will say that the 
universities tend to the view that prac- 
tical training should follow academic 
studies whereas the technical colleges are 
prepared to adopt either arrangement. 

Training occupies so big a proportion 
of a student’s preparation for professional 
status, at any rate in surveying, that it 
demands close attention from the profes- 
sion. Your special committee say that 
more senior members of the profession 
should be prepared to help not only with 
the practical training but with the teach 
ing in the colleges. This is certainly 
desirable and is being increasingly done 
by members of other professions. The 
colleges welcome this help. 

In educating people for a profession we 
cannot avoid some external control,

Ralph Wilson, FRIBA (Retd.) 


WE REGRET to announce the sudden death 


of Mr. Ralph Wilson, FRIBA (Retd.), of 


Brackley, 
1886. 

Mr. Sidney Loweth, FSA, writes: 
Ralph Wilson started his career in the 
office of the late Thomas Dinwiddy, 
FRIBA, FSI, of Greenwich, the scope of 
which embraced extensive constructional 
work for the Greenwich Guardians, the 
Deptford Council, and the Sidcup resi 
dential schools. 

He qualified as an Associate of the 
RIBA in 1910, and after three years spent 
in the then Office of Works, he joined the 
staff of the London County Council, in 
1913. Apart from two short periods in 
the Statutory Division of the Department, 
he was engaged on extensive construc- 
tional works in connection with hospitals, 
housing and schools. In 1939 he was 
elected a Fellow of the RIBA, and in 1944 
he was promoted to the status of Prin- 
cipal Architect (Constructional), retiring 
from the LCC’s service in 1950. 

As an architect he was an advocate of 
the guiding principles of Lethaby and 
Lutyens, i.e., ‘Always build with the spirit 
of adventure ’ and ‘Always keep one finger 
on tradition.’ He was responsible in no 
small measure for much of the best work 
turned out by the Architectural Depart- 
ment of the LCC. 

In addition to his professional interests 
he always enjoyed good literature and 
was quite an accomplished musician. He 
was also a most gifted water colourist. 
being a member of the Society of British 
Artists: he exhibited regularly at its 
annual exhibitions and also at the Royal 
Academy He served in the first world 
war, first in the HAC and afterwards in 


Northants. He was born in 


the Rifle Brigade where he had the rank 
of captain. He was wounded 
times and was captured in 1918. 

Ralph Wilson was a man of retiring 
nature but of outstanding character. 
Quiet and kindly, the soul of sincerity 
in everything he did. A natural friend 
He possessed a whimsical humour towards 
the works of the ‘ stuntologists” and the 
publicity seekers in all the arts—particu- 
larly to those in his own profession. His 
genial and courteous manner made him 
extremely well liked by those who served 
under and with him, as well as others 
with whom he came into contact. 

The world would be a much better 
place if more of its inhabitants possessed 
the integrity and abiding faith of Ralph 
Wilson.

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Finding More Land for Development 


Mr. Brooke's Advice to Problem Areas 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, in a circular to 
local planning authorities (No. 37/60), 
has stressed the importance of securing 
the more intensive use of urban land, and 
has asked those planning authorities 
which have not already done so to con- 
sider now whether they need to allocate 
more land for housing and other develop- 
ment. He says that his Department 
would welcome discussions with officers 
of planning authorities in whose areas 
land for development is becoming a 
problem. 


He asks planning authorities for the 
towns to encourage conversion of suitable 
property into flats and, where appropriate, 
the redevelopment at high densities of 
older residential areas of low density. In 
reviewing their development plan they 
should review their general standards of 
density, and in dealing with applications 
for planning permission, they should 
ensure that proposed development makes 
adequate use of the land, ‘ bearing in 
mind the demand for more and more 
houses and flats and the great change in 
social customs which no longer favour 
big houses and gardens.’ 


Where a green belt has been established 
or proposed, *‘ it must be matched by ade 
quate provision for balanced and compact 
development elsewhere.’ This means 
using land within the green belt to its full 
capacity and selecting adequate land for 
development beyond it—avoiding where 
ever possible good agricultural land. 


It is important, the circular goes on, 
when selecting land beyond the green belt 
for development, for planning authorities 
concerned to keep in close touch with the 


authorities of the crowded areas from 
which the demand is likely to arise. The 
Department has already arranged a num 
ber of conferences, on a regional basis, 
for areas where these problems arise; it 
proposes to arrange further similar con- 
ferences in the near future and will help 
in any other way it can to promote co 
ordination between planning authorities. 


‘The aim,’ the circular, * should 
be to encourage employment as well as 
people to move out from the large cities 
to places beyond the green belt. Plan- 
ning authorities should therefore ensure 
that sufficient land is reserved for future 
factory and office building, even if there 
is little demand for land for these pur- 
poses at present.’ 


Says 


Planning authorities are asked to pre- 
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vent waste of land, and to ask owners of 
land which for no apparent reason is 
unused whether it is still needed by them 
for the use assigned to it by the develop 
ment plan and if not whether it can be 
made available for development. It 1s 
pointed out that there are opportunities 
also in some parts of the country for re- 
storing derelict land. 


In another section of the circular the 
Minister draws attention to the review of 
development plans, which were prepared 
to cover a period of about 20 years (as 
originally recommended). He thinks it 
desirable that the plans should continue 
to cover a period of 20 years and that 
accordingly in the process of review they 
should be extended to cover land allo 
cations up to 1981. Unless this is done 
the plans would have little value as a 
guide for future development, and the 
Minister suggests to planning authorities 
how and at what stages the plans should 
be so extended. 


‘Planning Authorities Must Act Promptly’ 


National Federation's Plea 


PROMPT ACTION by planning authorities on 
the Minister of Housing's recently issued 
circular on ways of finding more land for 
development is urged by the National 
Federation of Building Trades Employers. 


The Federation, which earlier in the 
year made strong representations to the 
Minister regarding the shortage of land 
for housing, hopes that planning authori 
ties will lose no time in deciding whether 
mare land in their respective areas can be 
allocated to housing purposes. The 
Federation believes that it will be too late 
if this is left until development plans are 


reviewed and approved in the ordinary 


Bidding for Land by Local Authorities 


Birmingham Builders’ Complaints 


THAT CONSULTATIONS with the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government should 
be arranged to consider the problem of 
the rise in land values as a result of bid- 
ding by local authorities at public auc- 
tions, is suggested by the Birmingham 
branch of the Federation of Master 
Builders’ Midland Region. The recom- 
mendation is contained in a branch reso- 
lution which is being submitted to the 
annual conference of the Midland Region 
of the Federation at Brighton from Sep- 
tember 8 to 11. 

‘We are not asking for panic measures 
but something to give the small builder a 
chance to build houses for which there 
is a growing demand among the middle 
income group,’ MR. W. J. MORGAN, regional 
secretary, said. In the resolution, refer 
ence is made to the fact that Birmingham 
Corporation recently paid £93,000 for 
seven acres of land at Harborne. It is 
claimed that Midland members of the 
Federation (totalling around 2,000) who 
operate small or medium-sized firms, are 
in many cases compelled to limit their 
activities to conversions and repairs as 


they are unable to buy land at the prices 
currently being asked. 

At present, Birmingham Corporation 
has three large scheduled for 
development for housing; they are 260 
acres at Castle Bromwich, 25 acres at 
Harborne, and 17 at Moseley. To date 
there has been no indication whether 
private builders are to be allowed to 
develop part of these estates. 

The Dudley branch of the Federation 
is tabling a recommendation that the 
problem of the cost to small builders of 
estimating for tenders should be con 
sidered, and that local authorities should 
limit the number of firms invited to 
tender and limit the size of the contracts 
or make the estimating costs recoverable.

Colonial Development 


Recent Grant 


A GRANT of £500,000 towards the cost of a 
£im. scheme to provide more than 360 
tenements in GIBRALTAR during the next 
three years has been made under the 
Colonial Development and Welfare Acts. 
It is one of 84 grants, including 23 for 
research, and loans approved in May. 

Grants for educational facilities 
totalled £1,565,336. They included 
£448,380 for the University College of 
the WEST INDIES for extensions to the 
departments of physics, chemistry. 
botany and zoology; the construction of 
four lecture rooms and a lecture theatre 
for the Faculty of Arts. 

Road development accounts for more 
than £1.5m. of the May grants, the 
largest of which was £930,715 towards 
the cost of construction of a £2m. trunk 
road from Serian to Simanggang in SARA 
WAK. Fourteen miles of the Chileke- 
Matope road in NYASALAND are to be 
reconstructed as a 20-ft. bitumenised 
carriageway and a grant of £247,500 has 
been made.

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Contract Management and Organisation 


Mr. T. V. Prosser’'s Basic Requirements for the Builder 


Sound principles for increasing the efficiency of the building industry were 
laid down by Mr. T. V. Prosser, FIOB, in his paper to the conference of 
architects, quantity surveyors and builders held at St. Edmund Hall, Oxford, 


in April last. 


The conference, sponsored by the Southern Counties Joint 


Consultative Committee of Architects, Quantity Surveyors and Builders, was 


fully reported in ‘ The Builder’ of April 15. 


Mr. Prosser’s address is now 


given in full. 


CONTRACT MANAGEMENT and_ contract 
organisation are blood relatives and the 
latter is the offspring of the former. The 
health of the child, its freedom from 
deformity and maladjustment, depends 
almost entirely on the quality of pre- 
contract care with which it is conceived 
and developed as an embryo. 

The pre-contract, or the tendering, 
Stage is the time when the builder begins 
to assimilate what is required of him 
the time when the principles of manage- 
ment and organisation are set in motion 
in relation to the prospective job. Whilst 
the principles of management remain the 
same, the effectiveness of their applica- 
tion in the organised progression of 
activities on the site can quite seriously 
be affected by the quality and content of 
the information provided for tendering 
purposes. It is vitally important, there- 
fore, that what builders refer to as ‘ full 
documentation’ should be the minimum 
standard acceptable. 

This comprises a complete specification 
of materials, quality of workmanship, soil 
research data, and a complete schedule 
of all information such as the need for 
early sectional completions, the times re- 
quired for carrying out their work by 
firms to be nominated, and any other 
relevant information. Second, a bill of 
quantities, preferably fully annotated and 
a full set of drawings from 4th scale to 
full-size details. This may be expecting a 
lot, but it all has to be produced sooner 
or later and if it can be provided at the 
tendering stage the builder is enabled to 
submit a bid based on a sound organised 
programme. 


The Outline Programme 


It is against this background of in- 
formation that the builder develops his 
outline programme of site observations, 
against which he can decide upon the 
most suitable plant for the job; which 
processes would benefit from mechanisa- 
tion; what labour strength he will need 
at given intervals; how the sub-contrac- 
tors are fitted into the programme; the 
number and type of supervisory person- 
nel that will be needed properly to 
administer the works programme and all 
the other considerations which must be 
taken into account in formulating his 
prices for the job. The success of what 
follows is wholly dependent on the com- 
pleteness of the information provided at 
this early stage. 

On the award of the contract the full 
managerial system comes into play, and 
while the extent of head-office organisa- 
tion is dependent on the size of the firm, 
let us here consider the full-scale set-up 
of departmental administration. In the 
smaller concerns, many of the depart- 


and 
but 


mental functions are combined 
administered by one_ individual, 
basically the principles are the same. 


The Secretary’s Réle 


The first step is for the principal to 
consult with the company secretary 
whose duty it should be to see, first, that 
the terms of the contract document sub- 
mitted for signature agree with the terms 
of contract exhibited at the time of 
tendering, and if they do, to sign and 
return the document promptly. Second, 
the secretary should consult with the 
accountancy department and arrange for 
the appointment of the necessary time- 
keeping staff. cost clerks. incoming 
materials checkers and other clerical 
grades which may be necessary. For this 
purpose cross reference to the contract 
management is necessary in order to find 
out the anticipated labour strength so 
that the correct number of clerical 
grades are made available. At a later 
stage further consultation between the 
technical supervisory staff and the secre- 
tariat may be necessary on questions of 
plant purchase and general requirements 
of financing the job. 

The accountancy department should 
agree with the surveyors the dates when 
interim valuations are to be made and 
the form in which they are to be 
rendered. While all this is going on the 
secretary should see to it that the terms 
of contract affecting insurances are 
properly fulfilled and the terms of the 
nomination of sub-contractors or 
suppliers checked with the general con- 
ditions and acceptable forms of sub- 
contract agreements exchanged. 

Parallel with this activity the contract 
management and planning staff should be 
called together in order to develop the 
outline programme evolved when tender- 
ing into a fully comprehensive works pro- 
gramme, incorporating construction pro- 
cedure and method, plant, materials and 
labour requirements, and to collate all 
the information into a_ charted pro- 
gramme with detailed supporting informa- 
ion schedules. This team should be 
1eaded by the contracts manager and 
hould comprise the planning and pro- 
tress engineers, estimator, buyer, plant 
nanager, personnel officer, safety officer, 
surveyor, the agent or foreman appointed 
o the site and any other site staff who 
could usefully be consulted on _ the 
details of the programme. 

The first consideration should be the 
establishment of points of entry and exit 
from the site, check points for deliveries 
of materials, the capacity and location of 
site offices, store sheds, latrines, work- 
shops, canteens and so forth. It is of 
considerable help if all this can be 


accurately plotted on the site plan so that 
a setting-out engineer or foreman can be 
detailed to proceed with the installations 
while the remainder of the programme is 
being considered. 

The second important activity should 
be to submit samples of materials for 
approval, for until approval is obtained 
the buyer cannot fix his markets and 
arrange for the inflow of materials to 
accord with the production programme. 

If all drawings are not provided in the 
early days, the latest dates by which they 
will be required can be shown and so 
enable the architect to co-ordinate his 
drawing office with the programme. 
Similarly, the dates by which nominations 
are needed can be established and so help 
the architect in arranging the appoint- 
ment of specialists and sub-contractors. 
Full information as to plant requirements, 
materials delivery, labour forces and the 
co-ordination of sub-contractors’ work 
facilitates the exercise of the duties of 
the various members of the planning team, 
and the progress engineer can see quite 
clearly what he has to do to feed the job 
with all its requirements at the proper 
time. 

Budgetary Control 


The function of management does not 
end here. The information recorded in 
the planned programme can be trans- 
lated into pounds, shillings and pence 
for the purpose of budgetary control to 
ensure a profitable outcome and the value 
of this technique cannot be over empha 
sised. 

Weekly comparison of expense 
incurred with the forecast expenditure 
can reveal the trends in achievement, and 
any short-fall can be examined and work 
studied for the purpose of identifying the 
reason or the cause of the failure to hit 
the target, and the full weight of the 
expertise of the management team 
brought to bear on providing the remedy. 

Regular consultations with specialists 
and sub-contractors are essential if they 
are to be introduced to the job at the 
right moment and their requirements for 
temporary works or services provided in 
good time to suit their needs. The 
organisation of the work on the site is 
the end-product of the application of 
management principles, and much 
depends on the effectiveness of the trans- 
lation of the planned programme into a 
smooth and orderly progression of pro- 
ductive activity. There is no time here 
to consider all the manifold duties 
involved in aligning production with the 
planned programme but there are certain 
basic principles. 


Arrangement of Plant and Materials 


The first, and the one on which I place 
a particularly high value, is cleanliness 
and orderliness in the arrangement of 
fixed plant positions and materials storage 
dumps, so that the appearance of 
efficiency is created which has a good 
psychological effect all round. If

The indiscriminate use of mobile plant, 
particularly in bad weather conditions, 
does not only foul the movement of other 
plant, it can destroy pedestrian and 
vehicular movement generally and prove 
a costly business. It can deprive the job 
of the advantages of properly located 
materials storage positions by the 
destruction of the surface of the ground. 
This is one instance where the proper 
exercise of the managerial function can 
result in a complete stand-still—where 
progress is temporarily arrested in order 
to ensure efficient production when con 
ditions improve. We can never provide 
working conditions on a building site 
comparable to those which exist in fac

Complete with 
statutory health 
safety is a first essential in the develop 
ment of good industrial relations. Neglect 
can disagreement and disputes 
with the and under 
mines the degree of co-operation which 
good organisation should stimulate. 
Similarly, strict compliance with the 
terms of the working rule agreement; the 
employment of humanitarian principles 
in controlling workpeople and scrupulous 
fairness in all dealings with them; the 
early identification of difficulties that 
may arise from problems of demarcation 
and a statesmanlike avoidance of the con 
flict which might develop from neglect, 
are all essential activities of organisation 
and can do much to create the team spirit 
which is so essential to the successful 
running of the job. 

A good deal can be done also by taking 
the operatives into confidence and 
explaining how and why certain things 
are to be done and the reasons for apply 
ing differing processes. Equally 
important is the introduction of incentive 
schemes so that a satisfactory achieve 
ment of production targets is adequately 
rewarded, and in this respect those 
responsible for site organisation have a 
clear duty to make it possible for the 
workpeople to earn bonus. 

The proper application of work study 
can result in the elimination or modifica 
tion of procedures that are unnecessarily 
time-taking or hinder the attainment of 
the optimum output.

Lines of Communication 


To complete the picture it is essential 
clearly to identify the lines of communi- 
cation throughout the whole organisa 
tion. These can be defined from the 
planning of the works programme and 
reveal the inter-relationship of specific 
interests of the various members of the 
management team. They originate at 
boardroom level and spread downwards 
through the secretariat with cross com- 
munication to contract managerial level 
to which the. strongest and _ most 
important link is directed From this 
level it stems outwards and crosswise to 
planning engineer, progress engineer, 
buyer, plant department, personnel and 
safety officers, surveyors, costing, budget- 
ary control, down to the agent at site 
level, foremen, chargehands, gangers and 
even to the workpeople themselves.

The object is not only 
indication to everyone 
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what the objective is, but to activate the 
specialised duties of the team and co 
ordinate them into a virile and effective 
production unit. The statistical record 
ing of progress and achievement and pro- 
posals for desirable modifications in the 
original programme to adjust it to accord 
with reality is upwards and by the same 
route. It is vitally important that every 
one concerned should be kept fully in- 
formed of all that is taking place so that 
the benefits of common understanding 
can permeate throughout the whole 
managerial system. 

Finally, what do we hope to achieve 
by the competent application of manage 
ment and organisation? First, a profit 
able outcome to our efforts. Second, to 
satisfy the client’s needs for occupation, 
and third, to comply fully with the archi 
tect’s wishes to produce a building which 
conforms in all respects to the quality 
and aesthetic values he has incorporated 
in the design. 


Glued Laminated Timber Development 


Mr. Verne Ketchum's Lecture 


FROM A 


‘IF BRITAIN is to develop glued laminated 
timber construction on a scale to match 
American development, engineers in this 
country must be prepared to assign higher 
working stresses to their timber.’ 

This candid appraisal of prospects came 
from MR. VERNE KETCHUM in the course 
of a stimulating talk to an invited audi- 
ence of wood technologists and engineers 
at the Royal Society of Arts in London 
on August 23. The meeting had been 
arranged by the Institute of Wood Sci- 
ence with the support of the Timber 
Development Association and the British 
Columbia Lumber Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation. Mr. Ketchum, who has been 
on holiday in England, is_ perhaps 
America’s best-known exponent of timber 
engineering. Up to the time of his re- 
tirement a few weeks ago he was for 23 
Director of Engineering with 

Structures Inc. of Portland, 

In the absence of the President 
(Mr. E. H. B. Boulton), who was indis- 
posed, the chair was taken by Mr. 
Kenneth Lindy, FRIBA, AIWSc. 

Mr. Ketchum used colour slides to 
illustrate ‘glu-lam’ applications in 
North America and to indicate the im- 
pact they have made on the architect of 
large industrial buildings, churches, 
assembly halls and homes. From these 
and from an excellent documentary film 
‘Buildings for To-morrow’ which was 
shown after the lecture it was clear that 
American glu-lam construction is im- 
pressive, not merely by the size of opera- 
tions, but also by the imagination evident 
in the design of structures and by the 
technical feat of producing them 
economically.

USA and UK Standards Compared 

Comparing American and British stan- 
dards, Mr. Ketchum said that US glu-lam 
engineers worked with stresses of up to 
2,600 lb. per sq. in., whereas at present 
designers in this country went no higher 


than 1,600 lb. The American Institute 
of Timber Construction had established 
that higher stresses can be assigned to 
glued laminated timber than to timber 
used straight from the tree. The lecturer 
stressed the importance of quality control 
and standards, pointing out that low 
moisture content, good glue and limited 
as well as correct glue-spread were vital 
considerations. 

At question time Mr. Ketchum was 
asked about the relative merits of Pacific 
Coast hemlock and Douglas fir for glued 
lamination work and in his reply he 
described hemlock as a fine timber, lower 
in price and of more attractive appear 
ance than fir, but not, however, quite as 
strong as fir. The need to use extra lami 
nations involved more scarf jointing and 
extra glue cancelled out the initial saving, 
he said. Questioned about the import- 
ance of knots in glued laminated con- 
struction, Mr. Ketchum emphasised that 
the technique itself merely reduced the 
strength loss associated with them. If 
dispersal of knots was achieved in laying 
up the laminations, the knot or knot hole 
was limited in effect to a single lami 
nation. 

In a later discussion about preservative 
treatments, Mr. Ketchum said he did not 
advocate water soluble preservatives for 
treating timber after fabrication. Such 
preservatives as well as fire retardants 
were normally used to treat laminations 
before they went to the cramping bed. 
Inevitably there was waste as a high 
proportion of the treated wood was 
hidden after assembly. Glu-lam members 
could be satisfactorily treated with creo 
sote or with oil-borne chemicals after 
fabrication. 

At the conclusion of the meeting it 
was announced that literature dealing 
with North American timber engineering 
standards could be obtained at Canada 
House on application to Mr. Owen 
Lauritzen, Timber Development Director 
of the BCLMA.

2. Decoration

Salisbury Still Growing 


SALISBURY is Still one of the fastest grow- 
ing cities in Africa. In the report of the 
City Architect, Mr. J. Howard Wilson, 
figures show that the municipality re

£6,663,081 during the year ended in June. 

The figures refer to municipal building 
only, and although the value of building 
plans submitted for greater Salisbury 
(Salisbury Council and Town Manage- 
ment Boards) fell by 6.85 per cent from 
1958/59, the total of £9,171,593 was ex- 
ceeded only by Johannesburg and Cape 
Town. According to the city architect, 
there are too many architects in the city. 
(There are 57 firms of architects in Salis- 
bury.)

CASTLE WEMYSS, the seat of the late Lord 
Inverclyde, overlooking the Clyde at 
Wemyss Bay, Port Glasgow, is to be 
demolished and 500 flats, bungalows and 
villas will be built on the site by a 
Glasgow builder. 

MR. J. LAWRENCE, chairman of a 
Glasgow private firm of house builders, 
said recently that he had bought the 
castle in 1959, but declined to reveal the 
purchasing price. He said that his firm 
would start work in the spring. 


Dalkeith Building Plans 


THE MODERNISATION of Dalkeith’s High-

Centre for Spastics 


A COMPREHENSIVE centre for spastics, 
which may cost up to £250,000, is 
planned by the Scottish Council for the 
Care of Spastics on a site of nearly 12 
acres at Little Corseford, between John- 
stone and Howwood in Renfrewshire. 
Negotiations for the site are proceeding. 

A residential school will be the first 
building to be erected and other buildings 
will be added during the next 10 to 15 
years. 


Win for Direct Labour Dept. 


FOUR MULTI-STOREY blocks of 308 houses 
are to be built in the Hutchesontown- 
Gorbals area by Glasgow Corporation’s 
direct labour department. In competition 
for the first time with private firms for a 
corporation housing contract, the depart- 
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ment’s tender of £543,995 was lower than 
those of selected contractors. This is the 
first instance of multi-storey work being 
undertaken by the Housing and Works 
Dept., which up to now has been 
employed very largely on traditional type 
housing. 

The housing committee have authorised 
the city architect to negotiate with 
George Wimpey and Co., Ltd., for the 
construction of multi-storey flats on an 
area of ground extending to 18.5 acres 
adjoining Knightswood Golf Course. 
They are to be asked to submit lay-out 
plans and an estimate of the cost of de 
veloping the site, at the corner of Lincoln- 
avenue and Archerhill-road. 


Development of Pollokshaws Area 


THE FURTHER redevelopment of a large 
area of Pollokshaws is proposed by Glas 
gow Corporation and plans—submitted 
last week—have been approved by the 
Corporation’s Housing Committee. This 
development has been designed by Bos 
well, Mitchell & Johnston, FRIBA, of 
Glasgow. Earlier this year the corpora- 
tion approved plans for the first develop- 
ment designed by J. L. Gleave & Partners. 

Costing £4.5m., the scheme will pro- 
vide for the erection of seven 16-storey 
and four 20-storey blocks in an area 
stretching from Kennishead-road in the 
south-west to Riverford-road in the 
north-east. About 1,500 houses are to 
be built, 600 of them in the first phase. 
These will consist of 100 one-apartment, 
150 two-apartment, 296 three-apartment 
and approximately 50 four-apartment. 

The houses will be divided by a series 
of squares and landscaping of the area is 
to be given careful consideration. A 
square in the centre of the street is to be 
developed to include shops with covered 
walks, giving access to banks and offices, 
and a restaurant at roof level. Other 
buildings in this scheme include a library. 
police station, three public houses, a 
shopping centre, and shops. 


A new road system is to be designed at 
Pollokshaws Round Toll, and _ under- 
ground passes will take pedestrian traffic 
across the new roads in safety. It is 
understood that an under-pass below 
Pollokshaws-road, which will give access 
to Pollok estate, might be provided. 


The Pollokshaws area is only one of 
29 in the city which is to be redeveloped 
in the next 20-odd years where the popu- 
lation will be larger after the redevelop- 
ment scheme has been completed. In the 
redevelopment plans, 2,212 houses of 
62,000 rooms will be provided for a popu 
lation of nearly 7,000.
